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Voters crush 
moratorium 


WILMINGTON - A building 
ban for Wilmington? 

Fugheddaboutit. 

During the Special Town 
Meeting on Monday, June 9, 
voters overwhelmingly defeat- 
ed a proposal that sought to 
ban al! new commercial and 
residential construction in 
Wilmington for the next two 
years, The article, which was 
brought forth by Selectmen 
Chairman Michael McCoy, was 
shot down with a final count of 
704 to 143. 

McCoy’s article, which was 
one of nine to be addressed on 
Monday night, was the first to 
be randomly picked for a 
debate and a vote. MeCoy took 
the microphone and attempted 
to build his case for a ban that 
for the past year has put him at 
odds with the local building 
community, 

“I never stated at any time 
that I’m against development,” 
McCoy stated. “I have always 
stated that I am for orderly 
development. Many of you, as 
well as myself, know that we 
need to legitimately control 
growth in this community.” 

According to McCoy, a tempo- 


rary building moratorium was 
primarily needed to help the 
town take a breather and 
address issues related to the 
local water supply. MeCoy 
noted that five of the nine wells 
in Wilmington have been shut 
down due to contamination. He 
added that Wilmington now 
buys water from the towns of 
Burlington and Woburn and is 
in negotiations to also purchase 
the resource from North 


Authority, which, 
expense, provides water to com- 
munities that need it.

Another possibility is to create a 
family-limited partnership or a 
family-limited liability company, 
transferring assets to it from a 
closely held company or portfolio 
of investments. Bit by bit, a “pres- 
nt interest” portion of this FLP or 
FLLC can be transferred to family 
members while the donor retains 
control. The value of this minority 
interest may well be discounted 
because of the lack of control and 
Jack of marketability.

A Question for the Grads 


Dear Graduates of the Class of 2003: 

For just a moment, forget that question of “What's next?” 
that is staring you square in the face, now that you have col- 
lepted your diplomas and the last shred of confetti has been 
swept off the floor. You have all summer to prepare for col- 
lege and the real world that can’t wait to get its hands on 
you. 

‘Instead, ask yourself this one: What makes you extraordi- 
nary? 

I’m not talking about your winning sense of humor, sharp 
intelligence, physical discipline, boundless curiosity, color- 
ful imagination or heartfelt compassion. 

I’m talking about the stuff that exists as a by-product of 
all of those wonderful qualities that surely you possess. 
:Can you sing with soul, paint a portrait, write with flour- 
ish or act circles around Tom Hanks or Mery! Streep? 

Or can you sink a three-pointer, belt one out of the park, 
twirl on your toes, score a hat trick or land a hole in one? 

What makes you extraordinary? 

You might want to answer that question. 

Right now you have a full track record in which your tal- 
ents and interests have been consistently harnessed to hob- 
bies and sports and clubs that have provided you with 
chances to grow and enjoy your life. Such opportunities are 
the gifts of childhood. ; 

Adulthood offers even better opportunities, but it also 
brings more responsibilities. The number of such demands 
increase as you get older. Don’t worry, that’s a positive 
thing. There is honor in working hard, raising a family, and 
paying those bills on time. 

What a shame it would be, though, if every new responsi- 
bility in your life were to replace a passion, a talent. 

How unfortunate that would be if, step by step, the ordi- 
nariness of everyday life replaced that which is extraordi- 
nary inside of you. 

Think about it. It happens all the time. People wake up 
just in time to shower, throw on some clothes, and head 
straight to their jobs. They work, work, work, sometimes 
for as many as 60 or 70 hours a week. They come home, 
éxhausted and: grateful for shows on TV that help them 
telax and prevent them from having to think. They get up 
the next morning and do it all over again. 

-For years. 
- Decades. 
Adults have a way of becoming more and more ordinary 
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Bookends met on May 1, 2003 to discuss “Interpreter of Maladies,” by Jhumpa Lahiri, and voted the book a unanimous thumbs up 


Bookends is almost ten years old and, as 
far as I can remember, Interpreter of 
Maladies is the first book of short stories 
we have read. We could not have done bet- 
ter: this is an astonishingly well-written 
collection. It is also the first published 
work by Jhumpa Lahiri, a London-born, 
Rhode Island-raised woman of Indian 
descent. 

How good is it? These are the kinds of sto- 
ries that make fiction writers envious with 
the “gee, I wish I’d written that” syndrome, 
These are the kinds of observations that 
make you realize that human emotions - 
love, fear, longing, joy - are the same all 
over. These are the kinds of characters that 
you recognize as yourself or someone you 
know, even though their names are unfa- 
miliar, This is the kind of book that wins 
the Pulitzer Prize. 

Of the nine stories,'only three are set in 
India, including the title story, in which we 
meet Mr. Kapasi, a doctor’s assistant now 
working as a tour guide. While escorting 
the American-born Das family, he recog- 
nizes the same signs of a troubled mar- 
riage, “the bickering, the indifference, the 
prolonged silences,” present in his own. 
Kapasi is initially attracted to the glam- 
orous Mrs. Das, flattered by her interest in 
him, and imagines the two of them in a 
new, happy life: “Mr. Kapasi used to 
believe...that all struggles were rewarded, 
that all of life’s mistakes made sense in the 
end. The promise that he would hear from 
Mrs. Das now filled him with the same 
belief.” Before the end of the tour, Kapasi 
begins to understand the nature of her 
interest in him, as a vessel for her guilt. 
In an interview Lahiri has said, “I knew 
from the beginning that this had to be the 
title story, because it best expresses, the- 
matically, the predicament at the heart of 
the book, the dilemma, the difficulty, and 


often the impossibility of communicating 
emotional pain and affliction to others, as 
well as expressing it to ourselves. In some 
senses I view my position as a writer, in so 
far. as I attempt to articulate these emo- 
tions, as a sort of interpreter as well.” 
All of us in Bookends are or have been 
married, and most of Lahiri’s characters 
are themselves in marriages that have 
been, in the words of critic Caleb Crain, 
“arranged, rushed into, betrayed, invaded 
and exhausted. Her subject is not love’s 
failure, however, but the opportunity that 
an artful spouse (like an artful writer) can 
make of failure - the rebirth possible in a 
relationship when you discover how little of 
the other person you know. In Lahiri’s sym- 
pathetic tales, the pang of disappointment 
turns into a sudden hunger to know more.” 
In “A Temporary Matter,” we meet a young 
husband and wife who have grown 
estranged since the stillbirth of their son. 
They receive a notice that, due to winter 
storm damage, the electricity will be out on 
their street each night from seven to eight 
o'clock while repairs are made. Each night 
for a week, under cover of darkness, the 
couple tells each other something they’ve 
never told before, renewing their intimacy 
as their marriage closes. 

The America-based stories take place pri- 
marily in the Boston and Cambridge areas. 
(Lahiri spent several years here, receiving 
her Ph.D. and teaching creative writing at 
Boston University.) Her characters bring

“Winchester has held its 
fifth annual Authorfest,” 
notes the Winchester edition 
of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“An authorfest is when an 
author or illustrator comes 
to the elementary and middle 
schools to talk about their 
work and answer questions 
from the children. 

“This year’s Authorfest at 
the Ambrose School featured 
Christopher Bing, an illustra- 
tor, and Natalie Kinsey- 
Warnock, an author. 

“Bing is the illustrator of
